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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a centralized connector module, classified in class 
324, subclass 538. 

II. Claims 8-14, drawn to a refrigeration unit, classified in class 62, subclass 
157. 

III. Claims 15-21, drawn to a method of assembling a refrigeration unit, 
classified in class 62, subclass 77. 

IV. Claims 22-26, drawn to a method of troubleshooting a refrigeration unit, 
classified in class 324, subclass 511. 

Inventions I and II, I and III, and I and IV are related as mutually exclusive 
species in an intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in 
this relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product 
(MPEP § 806.04(b), 3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 
806.04(h)). In the instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful to 
detect continuity in an array of lights and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct 
since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. Should 
applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant 
should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the prior art, the 
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evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other 
invention. 

Inventions II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate 
utility such as a refrigeration unit. Invention III has separate utility such as assembling a 
refrigeration unit. Invention IV has separate utility as troubleshooting a refrigeration 
unit. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Claim 1 link(s) inventions I, II, III, and IV. The restriction requirement between 
the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1. 
Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including 
all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the 
instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a 
continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional 
application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 
F.2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01.
